Leaders at End of the First Day

PITTSBURG, Sept. 22 At the end 
of the opening day of economic war 
between organized labor and the 
greater part of the fron and steel in 
dustry of the country, both eldes rest 
ed tonight, apparently satisfied with 
reports received from the far-flung 
battle line, reaching into several state 
and affecting directly or indirect!) 
half a million workers 

After the first test of strength in 
dustrial leaders and commanders of 
labors’ legions were willing to adm 
that they faced a struggle which might 
prove long and bitter Grim evidence 
of preparations made for the indus 
trial conflict were seen in the armed 
guards surrounding al! the mills, but 
the first day of the strike ended with 
no sign of disorder, except in New 
castie, Pa where seven persons were 
shot in rioting, following an alleged 
attempt to prevent workers from er 
tering a plant, and at Farrell Pa., 
where one man was killed, two state 
troopers shot and many other persons 
injured in street fighting 

Until the first smoke of battle rolis 
away, an accurate estimate of the 
number of workers who marched out 
In obedience to the strike order, and 
the number who remained at their 
posts, is not obtainable 

From strike headquarters in Pitts- 
burg came claims that 284,000 men 
had taken their places tn the ranks of 
strikers Although no statement was 
forthcoming from the steel corpora- 
tion’s headquarters in New York, the 


demeanor of company officials in the 

zone of motion has tended to challenge 

the estimate of the labor leaders. 
Pitisburg Plants Working. 

The stee! corporafion, arainst which 
the main offensive is directed, was 
able to operate most of ite plants tn 
the Pittsburg district, according to 
company officials. In the Chicago 
stee! centre, some of the largest plants 
were forced to close down, but others 
operated in reduced scale 

It was in the Mahonig Valley that 
the strikers seemed to mako the most 
headway, for with three large stee 
mills in the Youngstown district shut 
down, and others running only part 
capacity, the steel-producing industry 
in that seciidn was reported to be fast 
approaching genera! paralysis. 

In the Cleveland district, too, the 
strikers apparently made a successful! 
attack Only four of the twenty 
plants were in operation and, aceord- 
ing to labor leaders, 19,000 men were 
affected.

Tom Watson, of Toronto, one of 
the past presidents of the D.F.A., 
and one-time writer of the “Round 
the Country Notes” in the “Scottish 
Referee,” has the following reprint 
of a judgment on offside given by C. 
E. Sutcliffe, one of the present most 
able football legislators in England, 
and at one time perhaps the best ref- 
eree, apart from John Lewis that 
the game in England ever saw. He 
says (Toronto Telegram): 

“The off-side law seems to be the 
great bogey, though I find on placing 
concrete cases referee’ are rarely 
wrong. But I have been reading an 
article in a magazine by an inter- 
national football player, and in it he 
makes two common blunders, In 
suggesting that the power to decide 
questions of off-side should be placed 
in the hands of the linesmen, he saye 
they can see at a glance whether a 
forward receiving the ball has three 
men between him and the goal, | 

“Surely the player knows that the 
question of a man’s position when he 
receives the ball is not a material | 
factor in the off-side rule, the de- 
eiding point being his position when 
the ball was last played by one of 
his own side, if not played subse- 
quently by an opponent. 

“It is these thoughtless or ignor- 
ant seniénces by persons prominent 
in football that cause trouble,
